RE CONSERVATION--THE NEW RACE IS ONt

- As soon as the clerk of the House of 
Representatives had finished calling off 
the Roster, a flood of new bills was 
dumped into the legislative hopper. 

The bill of most concern to us at the 
moment is that by Rep. O'Connor (D., Mon~ 
tana) calling for repeal of the Antiqui- 
ties Act. Mr. O'Connor has said (accord- 
ing to UP) that the provisions of the Act 
give the Presiderit too much authority in 
the creation of National Monuments. 

The Antiquities Act (June 6, 1906) per- 
mitted various presidents, beginning with 
Theodoré Rossevelt, to establish 86 Nat- 
ional Monuments, including the Devils 
Postpile National Monument’ (of which more 
later), the Olympic National Park, the ~ 
Death Valley National Monument, and a 
number cf other.: of outstanding caliber 
~-in many cases just in time to prevent 
irreparable commercial desecration. 

Now, just last year, both the Directors 
of the Sierra Club and the officers and 
delegates of the Federation of Western 
Outdoor Clubs reconsidered the Antiquities 
Act and decided, in spite of any small 
limitations, to oppose its repeal. I be- 
lieve that’ once again they will take sim- 
ilar action. It will be recalled, of . 
course, that nationwide opposition on the 
part of conservationists defeated last 
year's attempts at repeal of the Act.

While waiting for specific information-- 
such as the number of the Bill and the 
Congressional Committee to which it will 
be referred--on such a bill as that pro- 
posing to repeal the Antiquities Act, the 
conservationist need not be idle. Now, 
with a new session getting under way, is 
a good time’ to get acquainted with your 
representative and.the. two senators from 
your own state.

At thing ‘time of world-wide conflict, it 
would be well for every member of the 
Sierra Club to give some thought to ane 
swering the question, "Why em I a meme 
ber of the Sierra Club?" In times of 
stress people are more inclined to wonder 
what is to be gained by their expendi- 
tures. of time, money, and effort. Like 
the people of the United Nations, clamor-~ 
ing to know what we are fighting for, we 
might rightly wonder about the real value 
of Club membership. 

The purvoses of the Club, as written 
in the preamble of the Constitution, are 
"To explore, enjoy, and render accessiblo 
the mountain rogions of tho Pacifig Coast; 
to publish authentic information concern- 
ing them; to enlist the support and co- 
operation of the people and the govern- 
ment in preserving the forests and other : 
natural features of the Sierra Nevada." 

In the 52 years since this was written, 
the United States government and the 
State of California have taken over 
most’ of the responsibility of rendering 
the mountains accessible; thus this 
activity assumes a position of minor 
importance on the Clubfs program. Howe

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‘the history of the 


ever, in order thet “rendering accessivle” 
may be compatible with "preserving the 
forests and other natural features," the 
Club is faced with a serious problem of 
seeing that "accessibility" is not em- 
phasized so strongly by other agencies 
that "preservation" is forgotten. 

The Sierra Club is noted for its work 
in conservation which was begun by its 
founder and first president, John Muir; 


.and we enjoy certain privileges because 


of the unselfish and long range program 
which the Club has maintained. 
One of the Club's most important func- 


’ tions is to sponsor legislation to preserve 


natural wonderlands and to protect mountain 
wilderness areas. Membership is an im- 
plied pledge by each individual to. share 
in this program by active participation 
in the election of officers who are in- 
terested: in this work and capable :of 
edding something of value to the Club's 
influence. It-also signifies a willing- 
ness to exert the maximum possible per- 
sonal influence on government agencies, 
legislators, and other organizations to 
the end that our long time objectives 
may be realized, . 

"To explore" and “enjoy" the mountains 
are the rewards that rightly come to 
thase who help in: the preservation ef- 
forts, and we are all looking forward to 
the postwar period when we can return to 
our unsurpassed wilderness areas and 
ski slopes. But the real meat.of the 
Club's activitios must never be allowed 
to become overshadowed by the purely 
pleasurable desserts. Far thinking mem- 
bers are disturbed by forewarnings of 
postwar planning which may bring legis- 
lation dangerous to the preservation of 
wilderness areas, 

The most important election of the 
Sierra Club, that of the Board of Direce 
tors, will be held in April. In February, 
the Executive Committee of the Southern 
California Chapter will draw up a list 
of names to be recommended to the Nome 
inating Committee in San Francisco. 
Separate recommendations can. be sent in 
petition form if each is signed by ten 
members. (This applies ‘to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Chapter also.--id.)

I heard of a unit that wes taking a few 
men on a recreation trip to Ment St, Mi- 
chel. Now, that is one place I had prom+ 
ised myself I'd see, so I went. What a 
magnificent sightt It is an ancient Bon- 
edictine Abbey. built upon a‘rock in the 
sea, just off the coast at the base of 
the Brittany peninsula (you'll find it on 
the map near Avranches or Coutances), 

We arrived just after noon (twenty of | 
us), drove the: truck out on the narrow 
bank that leads to "le Mont" and then 
entered by crouching through a small pas- 
sage in one of the towers of the sea-wall. 
We found ourselves in © very quaint nar- 
row street which turned out to be the only 
street of the settlement that clings to 
the steep base of "le Mont." The little 
shops, hotels, and restaurants on this 
street almost touch each other overhead, 
and I almost’ had to duck past the little 
Signs that hung from each shop. There 
was a plentiful supply of curios and sou- 
venirs, mostly commercial, and as we 
climbed the winding street the waitresses’ 
from a few cafes. beckoned to us, and I 
learned that they stopped serving at two 
o'clock, Our watches said. a quarter of. 
one, but their time was @n hour ahead of 
ours, and so we split up and went into 
different restaurants, I soon found that 
I was the only one who spoke French, so I 
took complete’ charge and a couple of 
protty waitresses cooperated neatly. We 
had a lot of laughing fun and a wonderful | 
steak dinner with cognac, wine, and lie 
queur . 

Make Tour through the Abbey 


Then we made our pilgrimage up the street, " 
up the approach stairs, under the towers,,. 
through the arches, and into this mas- 
Sive, beautiful, and yet forbidding Ab- 
bey. It was a monastery, built over a 
period of about ten centuries, and had in. 
later years been used as a political 
prison, but it is-now.an historical mon-. 
ument,. After tipping an old lady five 
francs for the use of the modern, flush- 
type “lavabo," I caught onto the tail 
end of a conducted tour that was just be- 
ginning. Again I was the only French- 
speaking G. I. out of about thirty, so 
the guide. directed all his. information to 
me and I translated for the others.

Wildflower Census 


After the persistent spell of cold weathe. 
er preceding our first field trip of 1945 
on January 7, there was some tall guessing 


as to how many different flowers would be . 


found on our wildflower census tripe 

More than half the day's find was dis- 
covered along the Dipsea Trail from Mill 
Valley to Muir Woods; thmour attention 
was é@iverted to the many fungi which give 
an added interest to the woods at this 
time of year, They are a study in exotic 
coloring--ranging from ivory white to 
bright yellow, orange, buff and brown, 
bright red, vivid blue, and dull black, 

We went through Muir. Woods and up the 
railroad grade to a sunny spot at the 
old CCC Camp for lunch, It was near here 
that Tom Howell gave a whoop of delight 
upon discovery of Cyperus _difformus , a. 
sedge which he believes to be a new find 
for Marin County. 

After lunch, we cut back to Muir Woods 
and climbed Boot jack Canyon to Camp Van 
Wyck, retvrning to Mill Valley over the 
Troop 80 and Fire trails. More than six- 
ty different wildflowers were found in 
bloom on this trip; amongst them being 
five of the Marin County Arctostaphylos. 
While Laura Smith insists that many of 
the flowers listed are “hang-overs" from 
last year, it is apparent that some of 
the spring flowers are ahead of schedule, 
for we found Fetid Adder's Tongue which 
had alrcady gone to seed. 

The birds came in for their share of 
attention, too. Joanne Taylor stalked 
a shy little Winter Wren until it emerged 
from the brush in Muir Woods; and later 
in the day we saw several Anna humming 
birds and a beautiful hooded bluejay.

"Skiing Down Under" is the title of a 
brief but very appreciative account of 
skiing on Australia's Mt. Kosciusko (7305) 
as published in Ivail and Timberline by 
a member of the armed forces, One wishes 
that a large number might be favored in 
similar manner. The description of "A 
Ski Ascent of Gray Wolf Mountain" is of 
special interest because it explains 
very well the building of a snow igloo-- 
an inside temperature of 37° while that 
outside is 5 to 10° sounds quite attract- 
ive for an outdoor camp. (Total con- 
struction time--three hours for three 
men) 

The January number of Desert Magazine 
is, as usual, well done (a matter of high 
temperatures?--Ed.), and its contributors 
have no difficulty in convincing this 
reader that the desert is not dead and 
monotonous, as per prevalant beliefs, but 
full of life.

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3000-MILE RIDING TRAIL PROPOSED 


Recent press releases. ‘disclose plans as 
proposed by the California Riding and 
Hiking Trails Committee for a 3000-mile 
riding and hiking trail which would ex- 
tend in a loop’ through scenic and recre- 
ational areas of California from the Or- 
egon line to the Mexican border, —. 

‘Hedded by John li, Diggs of Sacramento, 
the committee is a postwar study group 
of the state reconstruction and reem- 
ployment commission. Diggs is also 
connected with the Sacramento Seas 
Horsemen's Association, 

The Association is endeavoring to en- 
list the cooperation of Boy Scouts in 
making the trail system a scout project; 
the proposal has been made that the 
Scouts undertake erection of shelters 
along the trail, and the formation of 
mounted Scout troops is foreseen. 

So that the trails will be accessible 
throughout the year, it is proposed that 
they lie no higher than 2000 feet. Run- 
ning along the western slope of the Sier- 
ra and circling around the Coast Range, 
they would gitta avcous bo. attractive 
foothill country at any season. | 

A Committee report states tht there 
is a great demand for such a trail sys- 
tem from both riding and hiking organ- 
izations and from both California resi- 
dents and tourists, It is expected that 
the trails would also meet the demands 
of stockmen, fire patrols, reconnaissance 
parties, and rescue crews, 

Estimates indicate that construction of 
trail and facilities would require 
220,000 man days and cost $1,500,000.
